The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 31-45, 51-56, 60-63 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

With regard to claims 31 , and 38, there is no disclosure of the instant application 
on the claimed feature such as: "a plurality of antenna controllers each communicating 
with corresponding sensors". 

With regard to claims 43, and 54, there is no disclosure of the instant application 
on the claimed feature such as: "establishing a current position of said downtilt antenna 
by, and sending an antenna check command to said antenna controller". 

With regard to claims 45, and 56, there is no disclosure of the instant application 
on the claimed feature such as: "transmitting an antenna check command". 

With regard to claims 51, and 62, there is no disclosure of the instant application 
on the claimed feature such as: "an antenna controller memory connected to said

antenna controller". Furthermore, there is no disclosure of signals changed by switched 
43 are provided to controller 80.
